The first 100 copies of "HIGHWAYS - A review of the New Jersey State 
Highway Department 195-1962" came off the presses on January 11 

and were sent to a top priority listing. This 58-page booklet 

covers all phases of the Department's activities during a period of 
unparalleled construction progress. The report will provide a com- 
plete record of the highway accomplishments under this administration 
and serve as a valuable source of reference. Final distribution of 
10,000 copies will be made to New Jersey Congressional representatives, 
members of the Legislature, key officials at the Federal, State and 
County levels, the press, libraries of the State and outstanding 
citizens. Initial copies were delivered to Governor Meyner and 


Governor-elect Hughes. 


A report of the State Highway Department's Division of Railroad 
Transportation entitled "Will We Emerge?" is about ready for printing 
with distribution possible within a month. This report outlines 
what has been accomplished in achieving stability in New Jersey

Jan. 5 = A general discussion was held with President Perry 


Shoemaker of the Erie-Lackawanna Railroad, consultants 
Gibbs & Hill, and our Division of Railroad Transportation 
on recommendations to connect the Erie-Lackawanna with the 
Hudson & Manhattan. Also discussed were plans for electri- 


fication, route integrations and other service improvements. 


President Earl Moore of the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
conferred with us and Mr. Sargent of Ford, Bacon & Davis 
on this firm's studies report made jointly for the Penn- 
ie Railroad, the Central Railroad of New Jersey and 
our Division of Railroad Transportation. This is the same 
report discussed with the Pennsylvania Railroad people on 


January 2. 


Met with Governor Meyner to review plans for Chester 


Ferry and other matters affecting transportation. 


In a meeting with Executive Director Austin J. Tobin of 
the Port of New York Authority and members of his staff, 
agreement in principle was reached regarding "metes and 
bounds" of the area to which the Authority would be author-

The memorandum of agreement executed by the Attorney 
General and State Highway Commissioner re New Jersey's 
participation in ferry operation deficits and effectuating 
plans of January 3 was sent to Mr. Louis Kapelski, President 


of the Ferry Company. An early return is anticipated.

Contract was 
simultaneously executed by Governor Lawrence of Penn- 


sylvania during a telephone conversation between him 


and Governor Meyner. 


Jane 12 = Received executed copy of agreement from Chester Ferry 


guaranteeing continuation of ferry service through 1962. 


Jan. 15 = Distributed to Governor Meyner, Governor-elect Hughes 
and certain keymembers of the Legislature an analysis 


of the Newark Airport.

Trenton, N. J. Jan. 15 = Governor Robert B. Meyner today announced an 
internationally recognized firm of consulting engineers has recommended 


immediate expansion and modernization of Newark Airport. 


The Governor said he had directed Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G, Palmer 
to obtain a study of Newark Airport when it became known that the Port of 
New York Authority was formulating plans for altering the present arrangement 
of runways, hangars and terminal facilities at the Airport. The Governor 
said he felt that any expansion of the Airport should be considered in the 
light of the overall economic needs of and benefits which would accrue to 


Newark, Elizabeth and the surrounding metropolitan area, 


Governor Meyner said he discussed the matter with business and industrial 
leaders and air line officials, with Port Authority executives present 
October 23 and received enthusiastic support for his proposal to examine into 
all of the possibilities inherent in expansion of the Airport. The firm of 


Howard, Needles, Tammen and Bergendoff was retained to make the study. 


& xeport from the firm notes that it consulted with the Mayors of Newark 

and Elizabeth, the Federal Aviation Agency, the Port Authority, and interested 
airlines in making the study. Governor Meyner said he had contacted the 
Mayors personally to inform them the swwdy would be made, and that he had 
requested the engineers to contact them and obtain the benefit of their views. 


The Mayors have been sent copies of the report.

The firm said it reached these conclusions: 
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It is logical and essential that Newark Airport shall be developed to 
serve permanently as a major airport in the New Jersey~New York Metropolitan 
Area, capable of providing for a 50 per cent increase over present peake 
hour traffic volumes. The present and future industrial and commercial 


life of northern New Jersey demands a modernized and expanded Newark 


Airport. 


Newark Airport's runways’ can be constructed igitially up to 8,000 feet 

in length with an actual reduction in noise levels over Elizabeth and 
Newark, Extension of such runways to 10,000 feet in length with equivalent 
increases in loads and flying ranges should be anticipated as aircraft 
improvements are made in the future, with only minor effects on noise 


levels. 


Transcontinental non-stop flights will unquestionably be possible within 
the comparatively near future into and out of an expanded and modernized 


Newark Airport. 


If expansion should start promptly, it would probably be four or five 
years before Newark Airport would be rebuilt and in full operation 


according to the new plan to be selected. 


Three alternate plans for an expanded Newark Airport to serve trans~ 
continental non-stop flight each appears capable of construction and 
would afford substantial increased traffic volume. (The consultants 


did not express a preference, )

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6 An expanded Newark Airport will require revisions in present highway 
plans to accommodate essential changes in locations of airport runways, 


the main Terminal Building, and other related services and buildings, 


7. The location and the activity which would accompany an expanded Newark 
Airport will justify a passenger station on the existing railroad line 
immediately adjacent to the Airport on the east, when this rail lins bec 
Gamss a part of a modernized and integrated rail transport system.to serve 
northern New Jersey and the New Jersey=New York Metropolitan Area, This 
Station can be made a unique and very important facility for passenger 


transport to and from the Airport, 


8. An expanded Newark- Airport undoubtedly will affect very beneficially 
the lands adjacent to the Airport in both Newark and Elizabeth, both 


commercially and industrially, 


9e No early changes in zoning restrictions based on current land uses 
appear likely in either Elizabeth or Newark, but such changes of beneficial 
nature to both cities may come rather shortly after the expanded Newark 


Airport has gotten well into activation, 


10, It is not possible to prephesy the improvements which may come during 
the next five to ten years in aircraft, air traffic control, and the 
control of noise. The rate at whcih these improvements may come can 
only be surmised, The one thing we can be sure of is that beneficial 
changes will come, and these equipment improvements will contribute to 
better functioning and greater usage and capacity for an expanded and 
modernized Newark Airport.

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HIGHWAY REPORT

Trenton, Jan. 12 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today issued a 
comprehensive report on its activities under the two administrations of 


Governor Robert B, Meyner. 


The 58-page review not only outlines the progress achieved in all phases of 
the Department's operations during the past eight years, but also discusses the 


overall fiscal and planning problems still facing the State in the field of 


transportation. 


In a letter of transmittal to the Governor, Highway Commissioner Dwight R.G. 
Palmer noted that "New Jersey has experienced its greatest advances in highway 


construction during the period 195-1962." 


The Report shows that the capacity of the State Highway System has been increased 
by 538 lane miles since 195), or the equivalent of more than 134 miles of four- 
lane highways, while “safety through engineering" has contributed to a dramatic 


drop of 2.1 deaths per 100 million vehicle miles of travel on the system, 


The many steps taken to operate the Department as the "big business" it really 
is -~ spending upwards of $175 million a year in State and Federal Funds -- 


are also outlined in the Report. 


A Department spokesman said its distribution will include top Federal, State, 
County and Municipal officials as well as leaders in the field of business 


and industry and public libraries throughout New Jersey.

Trenton, Jan, 8 = Modernization of another section of Route U.S. 1 in 
Middlesex County is virtually completed, the New Jersey State Highway Department 


announced today. 


A Highway Department spokesman said remaining work on the 1,8-mile section 
includes a small amount of paving and final clean-up. Boundaries for the 
$367,000 North Brunswick project were the Pennsylvania Railroad Bridge, just 


north of Jersey Avenue, and the Route 130 traffic Circle. 


The Department has replaced the highway's low center divider with a 32-inch 
high concrete barrier, widened and resurfaced the roadways, and replaced 


the former wire rope guard rails with steel beam guard rails. 


The nearly completed project is part of an overall program to modernize the 
busy highway from Trenton to Newark and to make it a safer, more comfortable 


road to ride, 


Greater safety is being achieved by erection of a high concrete center 
barrier of the kind which has prevented fatal head-on collisions along more 
than 8 miles of the State Highway System, The barrier is designed to 
provide openings only at crossings protected by signal lights, and equipped 


with jughandle turns, 


Route 1 also is being made safer by construction of hard-surfaced shoulders

wide enough to enable motorists to park completely out of traffic when in 
trouble. All widened portions of the main north-south highway are being 


re-paved with a bituminous concrete surface three inches thick, 


Modernization of Route 1 is now completed from Trenton for about 21 miles 


northward to the Route 130 circle at a cost of about $6.1 million. 


North of the circle, 1.2 miles of Route 1 was modernized to College Farm Road 
in North Brunswick under a $900,000 contract that also provided an interchange 


for Milltown Road. 


Within the mile-long stretch from College Farm Road to the new Route 18 
interchange, the highway still has a grass center island dividing the two-lane 


concrete roadways. This section will be modernized under a future conbracte 


A $1.6 million contract completed December, 1961 saw the construction of the 
Route 18 interchange, and nearly a mile of Route 1 improved to the Raritan 


River Bridge. 


North of the Raritan River in Edison Township a future project will modernize 
a mile of the highway to Plainfield Avenue and provide an interchange for 


Woodbridge Avenue, 


Under a $50,000 contract completed last year, 17 unprotected openings in 
the existing center island were closed, and six jughandles constructed in 


the 1.5—mile section between Plainfield Avenue and Old Post Road,

Left Turn Loops 

Elizabeth, Union County 
Trenton, Jan. 8 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 
preparation of four local streets in Elizabeth for use as lefteturn loops 


from Route U.S. 1 & 9 has been completed. 


Openings in the main highway's center island, formerly used for making left 
turns from the busy traffic lanes, also were closed as part of the $33,000 


State paid contract. 


The safety improvement work is the result of cooperative efforts by officials 
of Elizabeth and the Highway Department to eliminate hazardous turning 
conditions along a section of the U.S. highway that carries nearly 60,000 


cars and trucks a day. 


Under former conditions, northbound and southbound traffic could make 
unprotected left twins from the main highway's inner traffic lanes at some 


intersections by driving through openings in the center island, 


Now, left turns are possible under much safer conditioms at South Broad Street, 


East Jersey Street, East Grand Street, Magnolia Avenue and Olive Street. 


City streets making up portions of the left-turn loops which were resurfaced 
by the Highway Department included William and East Grand Streets between 
Catherine and Reid Streets; short portions of Magnolia Avenue near Catherine 
and Henry Streets; and Laura Street east of Jackson Avenue.

MORRIS COUNTY 

Trenton, Jan. 4 ~ The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 


two new sections of Interstate Route 80 in Morris County will be opened 


to traffic tomorrow (Friday) afternoon. 


Nine miles of the superhighway, extending from Howard Boulevard in Mt. 
Arlington to the Route 6 interchange just west of Denville have already 
been opened in stages during 1959 and 1960 to provide a by-pass around Dover. 


Total cost amounted to about $15.5 million. 


A 1.l-mile section is being opened from Howard Boulevard west to Route h6 
at Landing Road where a new interchange has been built. The project's cost 


was $2 ° 3 million, 


A one-mile extension of the superhighway's eastbound lanes running from 
the Route 6 interchange west of Denville eastward around the town is also 
ready for opening. It joins Route 46 some 1,200 feet east of Denville's 


Main Street (Route 53). Final cost will reach $2.1 million. 


In reviewing the Morris County portion, a Highway Department spokesman said 
eastbound motorists will have eleven miles of continuous non-stop superhighway 
from Landing Road to Route 46 east of Denville, and westbound motorists will 
have ten miles of the same dual highway to drive on between Route li6 west of 
Denville to Landing Road. Cost for constructing the entire portion will 
exceed $2);.5 million, of which the State pays ten per cent and the Federal 


Government the remainder. (more)

Still another $4.5 million section is now being constructed from Landing 
Road to Route h6 just south of Netcong. Completion of the 3.1 mile project 


is expected next fall, 


Looking at Interstate Route 80 as a whole, nearly 15 miles of the 68=mile 
route are now completed: 3.8 miles from the Delaware Water Gap to Columbia 
in Warren County completed in 1958 at a cost of $ million, and eleven miles 


in Morris County, 


The gap between Columbia and Netcong, about 23 miles, is in the alignment 


study stage. 


From the end of Interstate Route 80 east of Denville into Paterson, about 
19 miles, right-of-way and construction plans are being prepared, and from 
Paterson to the Freeway's junction with Interstate Route 95 in Teaneck, 


Bergen County, about ten miles, construction is generally underway. 


The Interstate Route is expected to be completed from Teaneck to Paterson 
by 1963, to Route 23 west of Paterson by 196) and to its connection with 
Routes 46, 280 and 287 near Mountain Lakes in 1965, Ultimate cost for the 


entire highway is expected to reach $290 million.

Trenton, Jan. 2 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 
plans to reconstruct a marginal road along Interstate Route 287 before 


turning it over to Parsippany~Troy Hills Two. in Morris County. 
Bids for the contract will be received January 18, 


A Highway Department spokesman said the Township intends to use the road as 


an access route to an industrial development area, 


The marginal road extends south from Smith Road for 2,185 feet along the east 
side of Route 287 built in this area as the Route 202 Freeway. The Department 
will reconstruct it as a two-lane bituminous concrete road with gravel 
Shoulders five feet wide and then tur it over to the municipality for 


maintenance, 


Originally built as a local access road when the freeway was constructed, 
the rord now has a gravel surface, not deemed adequate for its future use 


by trucks and industrial traffic, 


Costs for the reconstruction will be paid by the State, and all bids for 
the contract will be reviewed before it is awarded, The Department has 


scheduled 12 days for construction. 
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
